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J'iistorie&l Oatline.

The religious system and church polity known as Wesleyan 
originated in England. Its founder, John Wesley, was converted in 
London, on May 24, 1738. “In the latter end of the year 1739,” as 
he states in the preface to the General Rules, 4 ‘eight or ten persons 
came to me in London who appeared to be deeply convinced of sin 
and earnestly groaning for redemption. They desired that I should 
spend some time with them in prayer and advise them how to flee the 
wrath to come; which they saw continually hanging over their heads. 
That they might have more time for this great work, I appointed a 
day when they might all come together which, from thence forward, 
they did every week, namely, on Thursday, in the evening. To 
these, and as many more as desired to join with them, I gave those 
advices which I judged most needful; and they always concluded 
their meeting with prayer suited to their several necessities. This was 
the rise of The United Society, first in Europe, and then in 
America.” 

That strange heart-warming resulted in that week-night work for 
souls — that week-night work for souls a hundred and fifty-eight years 
ago, in the doctrine, polity, experience and evangelistic energy known 
as Methodism — a combination believed by a late and discerning 
biographer to be “the greatest fact in the history of the church of 
Christ.” 

The rapid spread and wide geographic extent of Methodism has 
perhaps never been equalled by any form of Christian faith in any age 
of the world. Tyerman considers the progress of the Apostolic 
church when compared with it as “insignificantly small.” He affirms 
that, in respect of its spread and establishment, in the same number 
of years, “Methodism is immensely superior to the Protestant 
Reformation” begun by Luther. 
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It has been claimed by high authority in very recent books 
that the first preaching and church building done in America by 
Methodists was done in New York City by Embury and Webb, in 
1766-8. On older and better authority, we know that the honor 
belongs to the soil of Maryland, and to the zeal of an Irish Wesleyan 
— Robert Strawbridge — who preached on Sam’s Creek in 1760, and 
organized as early as 1763 or 4 a ‘society of twelve or fifteen mem- 
bers,’ and soon after built the famous Log Meeting house. This 
house gave place to a better one, three miles off on Pipe Creek, where 
Bishop Asbury held a Conference in 1801, and where he recorded in 
his Journal a verdict that no petty ecclesiastical ambition or sectional 
prejudice can ever wipe out — “'Thursday, April 30, 1801; we arrived 
to dine at Alexander Warfield’s, on Sam’s Creek, and pushed on to 
Henry Willis’, on Pipe Creek, where it had been our intention to 
open Conference. We had about forty members present. On 'Tuesday 
morning we rose. Our own people and our friends in the settlement 
were equally kind; and we had rich entertainment. Tnis settlement 
is the richest in the State: here Mr. Strawbridge formed the first 
Society in Maryland — and America.” Query: “If the first ‘Society 
in America’ was formed on Pipe Creek, in Maryland, is it probable 
that the first church was built in New York? If Bishop Asbury 
didn’t know, is it likely that he would have italicized his verdict to 
settle the question ? 

The first itinerants sent over by Conference to America were 
welcomed at Philadelphia, October 24, 1769; but Robert Williams 
had volunteered in March, and Wesley had consented to his coming 
“with the understanding that he was to labor in subordination with 
Boardman and Pilmoor, who were about to be sent out.” He landed 
“at least two months” before them. He was the ‘apostle of 
Methodisin’ in Virginia and North Carolina. 

The pioneer of Kentucky Methodism, Francis Clark, came 
from Virginia in 1783, and settled near Danville, The first itinerants 
on “ Kentucky Circuit” were James Haw and Benjamin Ogden; sent 
in 1786; six years before our statehood. 

In 1790, May 15, after a rough and perilous journey through 
the wilderness, Bishop Asbury reached Lexington, and held his first 
Conference at Masterson’s Station, where was built a log church — the 
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first Methodist church on our “dark aud bloody ground.” The 
journey was made in ten days under escort of sixteen men with 
thirteen guns. Asbury says : “Our way is over mountains, steep 

hills, deep rivers and muddy creeks — a thick growth of reeds for 
miles together, and no inhabitants but wild beasts and savage men. 
1 slept about one hour the first night and about two the last. We ate 
no regular meals; our bread grew short, and I was much spent.” 
The Conference “went through its business in great love and 
harmony. Souls were converted and the fallen restored. My soul 
has been blessed among these people and I am exceedingly pleased 
with them, I would not, for the worth of all the place, have been 
prevented in this visit, having no doubt that it will be for the good of 
the present and rising generation.” 

The “Christmas Conference,” which fully organized the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, which ordained its Superintendent, Elders 
and Deacons, adopted its Ritual, published its Discipline and Articles 
of Religion, met in Lovely Lane Chapel, Baltimore, December 24, 
1784. It had sixty members representing eighty-four preachers from 
forty-six circuits, containing 15,000 communicants. Whatcoat says: 
“Our Conference ended in great peace and unanimity.” Watters 
declares: “Wesley’s plan was adopted in a regular, formal manner 

with not one dissenting voice.” Thus, then and there, was founded 
the first Protestant Episcopal Church in America. 

The first Conference ever held — the Wesleyan original, the 
first of the forty-seven attended by Wesley — met June 25, 1744. It 
sat in the Foundry, and had only ten members. Methodism now 
holds annually near 200 Conferences in many countries. 

Rev. Henry Burton, writing in the “London Methodist Times,” 
about American Methodism, says : “The Episcopalians arrived in 

America in 1584; the Congregationalists in 1620; the Baptists, 1631; 
the Presbyterians, 1669, while the Methodists came a long century 
afterwards in 1766. But such has been the marvelous growth of our 
Church in America that it has far-distanced all competitors, until 
to day, by every method of reckoning, Methodism is the premier 
Church of the United States, with a membership in its various 
branches of 5,653,280, and providing sittings in its churches for more 
than one-tenth of the entire population.”

Thirty-two thousand children and 
young people are helping in this work. This Society has raised since 
1878 nearly $1,000,000 We have 14,000 churches, and all the 
property of our denomination is valued at thirty-two and a quarter 
millions of dollars. Our membership is as follows: Ministers, 11,882: 

members, 1,450,541.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS. 



The M. E. Church, South, in addition to her home mission work 
has China, Japan, Brazil, Central Mexico, Mexican Border, North- 
west Mexican and Korea Missions. Her work in China was enter- 
prised in 1848, and a Conference was organized in 1886. In the 
same year work was begun in Japan, and a Conference organized in 
1892.* Brazil was entered by our missionaries in 1874, and a Con- 
ference organized in 1886. In 1873 our mission work was begun in 
Central Mexico, and a Conference instituted in 1886. Mexican 
Border Mission was enterprised in 1874, and a Conference was organ- 
ized in 1885. The Northwest Mexican Mission Conference was 
organized in 1890. Work in Korea was begun last year. 

The latest reports from the Conferences of these fields are en- 
couraging. Membership reported is 8,756, with a list of probationers 
numbering 1,201. The names of 7,370 children and young people 
are recorded on the Sunday School rolls with the names of 6 i 4 
officers and teachers. The Epworth League is doing well with a good 
membership. 

Under the head of “ General Review,” in the report of the 
parent Board of Missions, we note with pleasure the following : 

“ For several years our collections have steadily fallen off. This 
year we make an advance.” Again it is gratifying under this head to 
note the fact of a hearty co-operation on the part of the missionaries 
with the General Board in its effort to introduce the “ principle and 
policy of selbsupport.” 

While the Church under embarrassment has been making an effort 
to meet its financial obligations, our missionaries have not been idle. 
They have expressed their sympathy with the action adopted by the 
Board at its last Annual Meeting, which reads : “ Some wise plan of 

self-support is vital to the normal development of the Church and the 
speedier projection of movements into other neglected fields. This 
Board of Missions hereby commits itself positively to the principle 
and policy of self-support, and advises the officers of the Board and 
the missionaries in the field to put our missions upon a self-supporting 
basis as rapidly as the circumstances will allow. New fields are open- 
ing, and we must enter in,” The word “sympathy” does not 

adequately express the attitude of our brethren. They have co-

operated in the heartiest manner, in full recognition of the fact that 
the Church which does not rise to a spirit of self maintenance and 
self-propagation must inevitably fall to the low level of decadence and . 
early death. 

The work in our home field is gratifying. The collections for 
pastors, and the benevolent claims, being unusually large. The Mid- 
dlesboro District will pay as large a per cent, on the Domestic Mission 
claim as any other district in the Kentucky Conference. 

We ask the consideration of the following: 

1. Missionary Mass Meetings. More have been held this 

year than ever before, and with gratifying results. We hope to 
secure them in every charge. 

2. Sunday School Missionary Societies. These, in the hands 
of the pastor, can be made a power for the education and enlistment 
of the children. The discipline provides for their organization. 

3. Early Collections. Full collections will nearly always be 
insured by early and systematic effort. A contribution from every 
member should be aimed at and planned for. 

4. Missionary Literature, Our periodicals, the Review of 
Missions, and the World for Christ, are published with a special 
view of awakening a missionary conscience and of furnishing the 
freshest and most helpful information. Aid us by resolution and per- 
sonal canvass in giving them the widest circulation. Sample copies 
of these, as well as of leaflets and tracts, will be sent on application. 

5. By appointment of Bishop A. W. Wilson, Rev. Julius Edwin 
Wright is appointed Conference Missionary Secretary. 

6. We are pleased to have Rev. H. C. Morrison, D. D., one of 
our Missionary Secretaries, with us, and to have his address on the 
subject of Missions. 

We are pleased to have v ith us Mrs. S. C. Trueheart, Secretary 
of Home Affairs and Acting Foreign Secretary of the Woman’s For= 
eign Missionary Society. Under the leadership of one so capable, 
devoted and consecrated to her work, we predict continual growth 
and prosperity of this Society. 

It is also gratifying to note the presence of Rev. T. W. B. 
Demaree, our returned missionary from Japan. 

7. With general temporal prosperity your Board hope to see an 
increase in our collections for missions in the year 1897 and ’98.

The Report of Woman’s Foreign Hissionary Society to Kentucky 
Annual Conference in Session at Mt. Sterling, Ky. 

Upon the resignation of Miss Bruce, who was re-elected Secre- 
tary of the Kentucky Conference Woman’s Foreign Missionary So- 
ciety for the present Conference year, by the appointment of the 
President I have taken up the work. 

It has been so recently begun that I give the report of my pre- 
decessor as to the state of the Society for the fiscal year 1896 1897, 
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Adult auxiliaries, 102 ; members, 1645; Y. P. and Juvenile So- 
cieties, 56; members, 1363. Total members, 3008, a gain of 328, 
which seems very small with our desires. The goal before us one 
year ago was 4000 members. We ought to have ten thousand, for 
there are more than fifteen thousand women in the Kentucky Confer- 
ence, every one of whom has promised to “ support the institutions 
of the Church.” 

There are 153 life members; 6 honorary life members ; 1 life 
patron; 410 subscribers to the Woman’s Missionary Advocate, a 
slight falling off. which we grieve to note; 120 Little Workers are 
taken, and yet it is the best child’s paper that we know of, and con- 
tains much valuable information for readers of all ages. Our children 
are the hope of the Church, and it behooves us to watch carefully 
what they read. 

The Society had an Organizer in the field the past year, and her 
report is as follows : She has taken part in one hundred and twelve 
meetings in behalf of missions, traveling 5,845 miles at a cost of 
$227 65 ; 19 adult, 1 Y. P. and 3 juvenile Societies have been or- 
ganized ; not all through her efforts, however ; names have been 
taken at other points but they are not counted until they report to 
the 'Treasurer with dues, this being the infallible sign of life. 

As we turn to the financial report, the eloquent testimony of our 
faith by our works, we desire to acknowledge the loving fidelity of 
our Treasurer. Only those who deal with them realize the total de- 
pravity of figures and the difficulties of incomplete reports, sometimes 
written with a pencil, and yet we have beautifully rendered reports. 

'There have been no bequests or large gifts, b.ut we have not de- 
spised the “day of small things,” and the result of our gathering is 
$3,865 57, a difference of $137 43, a gain of $297 12, which in- 
cludes the Organizer’s expenses. 

Two Scholarships are offered: The Emma Tucker by the Y. P. 
of Winchester, and Mary Reese, by Fern Leaf Society. 

The question of a Bible Woman in China from each District was 
put before the Society last year, and the requisite three hundred and 
sixty dollars have been raised. 

'The pledge of $250 for the endowment of the Belle Bennett 
Chair was taken last year, and $263 04 was raised, and while we do 
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not desire to diminish our zeal for this worthy object, still we call at- 
tention to our unfinished Scholarship, and ask that it be finished this 
second quarter, if possible, as our information is that we may not 
have the use of it until it is. 

The Treasurer’s report in total is $3,862 57.

Report of Board of Church Extension. 



Secretary's Report. 

The demands made upon this Board continue to increase in 
intensity. Our receipts are not increasing in proportion to the 
urgent requests made upon us. 

May we be allowed to repeat that this work is in vital relation to 
all of the other interests of the Church, and that when this arm of 
service is weakened by the laxity of our people, all the other de- 
partments must realize the weakness of its helping hand. 

Will the brethren kindly take notice that this Board is appointed 
to pass upon, and judge of the merits or demerits of all applications 
for aid under its oversight, and hereby and herein enters protest 
against the practice of some in promising the people aid in advance 
of the action of this Board. The existence of the Board is unneces- 
sary, if the applications for aid are to be prejudged by the brethren. 

Special attention is called to a resolution passed by the parent 
Board, and reading as follows, was adopted for our future guidance: 

“Hereafter all applications to the General Board for consider- 
ation at its annual meeting must be approved by the Conference 
Board or its executive committee at a meeting to be held during the 
first half of March in each year, except in cases of unforeseen calam- 
ity occurring too late for compliance with this rule.” 

The above rule was adopted and the time of meeting set for 
second Monday in March next; the place of meeting to be an- 
nounced through the Church press. 

We are pleased to note that the Church Extension Bulletin is 
reported by the Corresponding Secretary to be self-supporting, no 
assistance being required from the funds of this Board; and will be 
furnished to all our pastors without cost to them. 

We extract the following item from report of Corresponding 
Secretary: 

“ Since the inception of our work 72 churches within our boun- 
daries have realized its benificence, receiving donations amounting to 
$16,620, and loans to the amount of $4,250.” 
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The assessment made upon our Conference by the parent Board 
for the ensuing year is $3,000, and is distributed upon the Districts as

Attention is especially called to the urgent need of increased 
dormitory facilities for economical expense to the students. 

The fact that every other church denomination in Kentucky has 
contributed for church college work $4 to $1 contributed by our own 
church membership, should leave no excuse for hesitancy or apathy. 

Your Board is glad to report a steady and increased awakening 
from not only all parts of the Conference, but an extending influence 
and usefulness for our present educational organization in Confer- 
ences and territory beyond our own State borders. 

The co educational feature in college and academies being open 
to young ladies, continues to increase in most marked and gratifying 
success. 

More young ladies are now in attendance at the College than 
ever before — an increased number from abroad. As students they 
have made high record in deportment and most advanced scholar- 
ship. 

The local appreciation of the college in the city of Winchester 
and county of Clark is steadily rising, and local patronage for the 
past two years has steadily increased. 

The review of the work of the College and its Academies during 
the past year has been one of encouragement and gratitude.

Whereas, The liquor curse is one of the direst of the age 
wrecking lives and homes, cursing defenseless women and children, 
hurling the souls of its drink-wrecked victims to hell ; and 

Whereas, This awful traffic is intrenched behind National and 
State laws, and winked at, yea, in many cases openly espoused by the 
leading political parties, which seem to think more of gold and silver

Resolved, i. — We declare “ the liquor traffic can not be licensed 
without sin,” and this sentiment is in line with the laws our Church ;

The Committee on Epworth League respectfully submits the 
following report: 

Realizing the importance of the mission of this youngest child of 
Methodism, we would invite the special attention of the brethren to 
the necessity of fostering the interests of this timely institution of the 
Church. 

First, we would urge that each pastor in the Kentucky Confer- 
ence organize an Epworth League in every church in his charge, 
where there is no Chapter. 

Secondly, we would recommend that each Presiding Elder or- 
ganize in his respective district a District Epworth League Confer- 
ence, according to the suggestion of paragraph 254 of the Disci- 
pline. 

Thirdly, vour committee recommends the adoption of the follow- 
ing resolution from the Covington District Epworth League Confer- 
ence, that was referred to it: 

“Resolved, That this body request the Kentucky Conference 
to appoint an Epworth League organizer, if it be found practicable.” 

We would recommend the name of E. S. Fogg, and request 
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Conference to appoint him Conference Organizer, with the under- 
standing he is to receive no salary, but to ask only such compensation 
for his services as the League may give him when he organizes a new 
Chapter. 

Fourthly — We recommend the adoption of the following resolu- 
tion from the Covington District Conference, it the Secretary finds it 
practicable : 

“ Resolved, That the Kentucky Conference be asked to pro- 
vide for the publication in the Annual Minutes of a complete register 
of names and addresses of all the Superintendents of Sunday-schools 
and Presidents of Epworth Leagues in the bounds of the Confer- 
ence.” Signed:

Report of Committee on Hemoirs. 



Sunday, September 19, 7:30 p m. 

A Memorial service held in the M. F. Church, South. 

Meeting was presided over by J. R. Deering. Dr. G. S. Savage 
opened by hymn, prayer and lesson. The Committee on Memoirs 
reported the death of Dr. Charles Taylor and Rev. D. YVelburn. 
The sketch of the former was read by Jas. E. Wright and that of the 
latter by J. R. Deering. The following members spoke of the virtues 
and labors of the dead. G. S. Savage, J. W. Harris, J. W. Gar- 
diner, E. L. Southgate, T. F. Taliaferro, F. W. Noland, W. J. 
Snively, W. T. Bolling, John R. Deering, Chairman. 

REV. CHARLES TAYLOR, M. D., D. D. 

I met Dr. Taylor at Shanghai, China, in 1852. He came on 
board the ship <£ Tartar’ (the vessel in which I made the voyage 
from New Cork to China) a few hours after we dropped anchor in 
the harbor, and gave us a hearty welcome to our new home. He 
was a lovable Christian brother, sympathetic in spirit, cordial in 
manner, and constant in his attachments, an earnest Christian, a faith- 
ful minister, devoted husband, affectionate father, he served his gen- 
eration by the will of God. 

Dr. Taylor was born in Boston, Mass., September 5, 1819, and 
died in Courtland, Ala., February 5, 1897. He was a son of a Pres- 
byterian Minister, a godly man, who trained his children in the fear 
of the Lord. Charles profited by the instruction of his father, both 
intellectually and religiously, and though limited in means managed 
to work his way through New York University, taking the highest 
honors at his class. In 1842 he was Professor of Ancient Languages 
in Cokesbury Seminary, South Carolina. He was admitted on trial in 
the South Carolina Conference in 1844- graduated in medicine in 
Philadelphia Medical College in 1848. He was appointed our first 
missionary to China in 1848, and reached his field of labor in the au- 
tumn following. He remained in the mission field laboring with great 
diligence and success until the fall of 1854, when the continued ill- 
health of Mrs. Taylor compelled him to return to his native land. On 
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his return he was elected to a professorship in Spartanburg remale 
College, and in 1857 became president of the college; and in the fol- 
lowing year was elected by the General Conference of the M. E. 
Church, South, Sunday-school Secretary. He was afterwards president 
of the Kentucky Wesleyan College, then located at Millersburg, Ky. 
Dr. Taylor also filled several stations in the Kentucky and South Car- 
olina Conferences, and was presiding elder for several years. 

I shall speak of his labors as a missionary chiefly. I knew him 
intimately in that relation and was familiar with his methods of work 
He acquired the Chinese language with great facility, and used it 
with uncommon accuracy and ease, especially the colloquial dialect of 
Shanghai. He mixed well with the people, and by his kind and sym- 
pathic manner soon won their respect and confidence. The Chinese 
are keen observers and good judges of character. Every missionary 
is closely scrutinized by his heathen neighbors, especially by those in 
his employ. Dr. Taylor was highly esteemed by all Chinese who knew 
him and his influence for good was increasing every year during his 
stay in China. He was without reproach among the heathen, as he 
was among his brethren at home. 

Dr. Taylor was a man of active temperament and great powers 
of endurance. He could work indefinitely, seemingly without fatigue. 
This enabled him to accomplish a great deal during the five years he 
spent in China. He was active both as a preacher and a student. 
Among the books and tracts he prepared in China was a translation 
of Robinson’s “Harmony of the Gospels,” a valuable work. He was 
also the author of “Five Years in China,” giving an account of his 
residence and labors. His tract, “Baptism in a Nutshell,” has had a 
very extensive circulation in this country and still holds its place 
among the small treatises. He wrote frequently for church papers 
and retained his interest in Foreign Missions, and especially for the 
field of his early labors. Had he been permitted to remain, I doubt 
not he would have become leader in the evangelization of that great 
empire. 

He was our first missionary to China, and upon him devolved the 
responsibility of selecting the location for our first station. At that day 
missionaries and merchants were allowed to reside at only five ports 
in the empire — Hongkong, Canton, Foochow, Ningpo and Shanghai. 
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Dr. Taylor wisely chose Shanghai. Here he and Dr. Jenkins began 
their labors, and Shanghai has remained our principal station up to 
the present time, now nearly fifty years. 

Dr. Taylor’s home life was beautiful. The same gentle, affect- 
lonate spirit that made him socially a delightful companion, and en- [ 

deared him to his friends, bound his family to him in the strongest 
bonds of domestic love. He was not one thing to the outer circle of 
his friends and another in the home circle, but the same thoughtful, 
tender Christian friend at home and abroad. As a husband and father 
he filled the full measure of his duty, and is now sadly missed by the 
sorrowing wife and children. His death is a great loss to the world ; 
but if earth is poorer, heaven is reacher.

Rev. Drummond YVelburn. 

Rev. Drummond YVelburn was the son of Drummond and Mary 
Henderson YVelburn, and was born ten weeks after his father’s death, 
in Horntown, Accomac County, Va., near the Atlantic shore, on the 
22nd of October, 1818. His mother’s mother was a Marshall ; his 
father’s mother a Corbin, his grandmother being a Drummond. The 
first American YVelburn was from YY / ales. He landed on the 10th of 
May, 1610, with Sir 'Thomas Gates and other officers of the colony of 
Virginia, after having been shipwrecked on Bermuda nine months 
before. The second of America’s gospel ministers, Rev. Mr. Bucke, 
arrived on the same ship, the “Sea Venture.” The YVelburns have 
been hereditary merchants and planters. Our subject was from his 
eighth year, when not at school, a merchant’s clerk. The village 
postoffice was kept at the store. This gave the boy access to the 
Richmond, Washington and Philadelphia papers. Ritchie, Pleasants, 

Gales and Seaton, Duff Green, Atkinson, Poulson and YY r alsh intro- 
duced him to Irving, Bryant, Drake, Halleck, Lofland and other 
rising American writers, as well as to more distinguished British 
authors. He also became familiar with the names of our most noted 
statesmen, and had a rich enjoyment of their oratory as reported. 

When eleven and a half years old he ceased to attend the very com- 
monest common schools from* one to three months out of every 
twelve. His postoffice and newspaper instruction was now no longer 
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enjoyed, but the Holy Scriptures and the hymns of the Methodists 
still cultivated his literary tastes. The skill of his schoolmasters had 
been exhausted in teaching him arithmetic and reading, and in unsuc- 
cessful efforts to teach him penmanship. From his pious mother he 
learned religious truth, morals and manners. 

In April, 1830, Philadelphia became his home. There sixteen 
hours out of twenty-four had to be devoted to the dry goods business. 
'The store house at the northwest corner of Second and Pine Streets 
was to him the “house of bondage,” and to him threatened to become 
the grave of learning. He, however, continued to read much be- 
tween 10 and 12 o’clock at night and on Sundays. During his last two 
years in the great city he was released from business every other night, 
and attended the meetings of a literary lyceum once a week. With 
an almost insane desire for literary distinction, he frequently scribbled 
the crude thoughts of one who had not been taught a rule of grammar, 
nor a line of geography or history. In the fall of 1837 he wrote on 
the back ot a note of the Southern Loan Company the lines begin- 
ning, “ Best of thy kind.” They were printed in the Saturday 
Courier, and complimented as “an exquisite morceau.” The same 
paper printed “ It is Not Daydream,” and “The Triumphs of In- 
temperance. ’ 

In October, 1838, Lexington, Ky , became our author’s home. 
There he continued to write, but as his friend, George R. Graham, 
had become editor of the Casket and the Saturday Evening Post, his 
contributions appeared in the Post, or in the Lexington papers. The 
Union Philosophical Society of Transylvania University accepted him 
as a member, and in 1839 elected him to deliver one of its anniversary 
addresses. On the 10th of May of that year, he was 
“Wakened by the voice of truth 

From daydreams that entranced his youth.” 

“ Those dreams had passed, and hopes of heaven 
To nobler themes his thoughts had given.” 

The salvation of his own soul and the souls of others seemed to 
him to require the renunciation of earthly ambition. He turned from 
oratory to poetry and everything that could take attention or time 
from the work of the Christian ministry. As a favor to himself, his 
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associates of the Society kindly relieved him from the task of honor 
they had imposed. After this he wrote little poetry and published less 
From 1844 to 1880 he had nothing printed. He was a Kentucky 
Methodist preacher fifty-seven years. He lived in Virginia until April, 
1830; in Philadelphia until October, 1838; in Kentucky until 
September, 1857; in Jeffersonville, Ind., until April, 1887- in 
Orlando, Fla., until April, 1889. From April, 1889, he resided in 
Nashville, Tenn. In all his wanderings, having never ceased to be a 
Virginian, he continued to 

“ Drag at each remove a lengthening chain.” 

Brother Welburn was admitted on trial into the Kentucky An- 
nual Conference in 1840; took the Supernumerary relation in 1880, 
and became a Superannuate in 1885. 

Brother Welburn was of genial disposition and very agreeable 
manners. In the homes of Methodism he was entertaining and in- 
structive. In Conference session he gave attention to every item of 
business. When he spoke it was briefly and to the point. As Pre- 
siding Elder he looked closely after the interests given into his care 
Few things escaped his official notice. He had a kind and helpful 
regard for the preacher in charge. He praised and cheered the 
young. In the pulpit he was a ready speaker and always a correct 
one. His sermons were illustrated by incidents from life, and some 
good judges regarded him in this respect as being without an equal 
among us. He was a revivalist and labored for immediate results. 
Was a good singer and had ready a song for any emergency. He was 
a church builder, and looked well after the collections in his pastoral 
charges. 

He gave unusual attention to the literature of the church, circu- 
lated the Church paper of his conference and few preachers put so 
many religious books in the homes of the people. He maintained a 
spotless name in the conference and among the people. 

After retiring from the itineracy Brother Wellburn tried commer- 
cial pursuits of various kinds, but was of too confiding a disposition 
to succeed in any of them ; the tricks and schemes of the commercial 
world were foreign to his nature. 

After publishing the American Epic, a concise scenic history of 
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the United States, he made a business as well as a recreation of trav- 
eling the country over selling it. He said that he could not become 
a canvasser for another’s book, but as the author he could sell this 
without compromising his dignity. He visited Richmond, New Or- 
leans, Memphis, Chicago, St. Louis, Cleveland, Louisville and other 
large cities, besides many small places, incidentally attending the An- 
nual and two General Conferences. It delighted him to mingle with 
his fellow itinerants. The proceeds of his book paid his expenses and 
sustained his modest household; so that to the day of his death, he 
enjoyed the independence of self support. 

About a year before his death he suffered a severe attack of ver- 
tigo, to which at long intervals he had been subject. For a week or 
more he seemed to have lost his mind and the control of his muscles, 
though not so ill as to be confined to his bed. It was during this at- 
tack that the report of his death was published; but he soon recovered 
and during the remaining year of his life, appeared as vigorous of 
mind and almost as strong of body as usual. He continued to travel 
with his book and completed the sale of the fourth edition ; mean- 
while preparing for issue the fifth, the last page of which was written 
about two months before his death. 

His mortal illness came while he was at McMinnville, Tenn., 
about the 20th of December 1896. His complete recovery was hoped 
for, but the day after Christmas, body and mind began to fail and 
from that time very little intelligible communication could be held 
with him. Whether or not, he was conscious and rational could not 
be known, but his life long faith seems not to have failed for among 
his last words were ; “Oh, my Master !” 

He gently sank to rest Saturday evening, January 2, 1897, at his 
own home in Nashville His body was interred in Cave Hill Cem- 
etery at Louisville, Ky. The funeral Service at Broadway M. E. 
Church, South, was attended by a great number, including the Meth- 
odist ministers of the city. Loving eulogies were made by his breth- 
ren, Drs. Morton, Settle, Davison and Foskett.
